BACON VAINLY EXPOSED 
PERILS OF MEASURE 


Effort To Bar Whisky and Beer from 
Philippines Failed—Hate Dtin’t 
Like Bill, but Said Circum- 
stances Compelled His 
Support.

Washington, January :18.—(Special.)—The 
jenate passed the army reorganization 
bill this afternoon after a hard, but not 
unnecessarily prolonged contest, in which 
the weak places in the measure, its real 
purposes, and its rank favoritism have 
been completely shown up by its oppo- 
nents. -In this fight Senator Bacon has 
taken the leading part. Thé debate of 
the past ten days has found him ever 
in the forefront of the democratic at- 
tack, the target for all th# republican 
leaders. There has been nothing factious 
or of a filibustering character in this op- 
position which Senator Bacon has led. 
It has been inspired simply by a deter- 
mination that so important a measure 
should bé@ decently considered and that 
the reasons for the democr opposition 
should be clearly made Khown to the 
country. Indeed, the early talk about 
filibustering against the bill has not been 
borne out by the results. Senator Petti- 
grew and Senator Butler gave evidence 
of a desire to filibuster at the outset, but 
since then they have done nothing—have 
not, in fact, had any part in the de- 
bate. 

The democrats, under Senator Bacon's 
leadership, have forced the repub’icans to 
the admission~implied by their evasions 
if not directly expressed—that they are 
using the temporary needs in the Phil- 
ippines as a cloak to cover their long 
cherished purpose of the desire for a 
permanent increase of the standing army; 
that such an increase is not necessary, 
and that the democrats are ready to meet 
any temporary need by a temporary in- 


jo erense- Phe” Proposition “i “thé bill ‘to 


give the president the remarkable power 
to increase or decrease the army at will 
has been riddled by the democratic lead- 
ers and its unconstitutionality made clear 
to any reasoning mind. While, ef course, 
the republicans have had the votes to 
pass the bill, the fight made by Senator 
Bacon and his associates has certainly 
not been in vain. The pnesition of the 
party has been made clear to the country 

the efforts of the republicans to mis- 
represent that position have been nulli- 
fied. 

Four Democrats for Bill. 

It was just before 6 o'clock this even- 
ing when the senate finally disposed of 
the army reorganization bill. The meas- 
ure having originated in the senate, the 
final question was not upon its passage. 
but on agreeing to the senate amend- 
ments. They were agreed to by a vote 
of 43 to 23. While party lines were drawn 
on the measure, four democrats voted for 
it—Senators Lindsay, of Kentuckv; Mce- 
Laurin, of South Carolina; Morgan, of 
Alabama, and Sullivan, of Mississippi. 
Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, who was 
detained at his home by illness, was 
paired against the bill with Senator 
Spooner, of Wisconsin. 

The bill has occupied practica} ly the 
entire attention of the senate since the 
third day of January, when it was made 
the unfinished business. While the oppo- 
sition to it at all stages was vigorous, 
it was never bitter. Numerous amend- 
ments were made to it, but in general the 
committee was sustained and the meas- 
ure, with the exception of the elimination 
of the canteen clause, is not widely dif- 
ferent from that renorted to the senate. 

A determined effort to amend the bill 
. to provide against the sale of liquor in 
the Philippines and to prohibit the im- 
portation of any kind of intoxicants into 
the islands was defeatied, 

Every effort to prevent the increase in 
the strength of the army was defeated 
by a decisive majority. 

A notable sneech was delivered during 
the day by Mr. Hale, of Maine, who, while 
opposing the increase in the strength of 
the army, stated cogently his reasons 
for supporting the bill. The measure 
was sent to conference between the two 
houses, Senators Hawley, republican, of 
Connecticut; Proctor, republican, of Ver- 
mont, and Cockrell, democrat, of Mis- 
souri, being appointed conferees on the 
part of the senate. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, presented 
the credentials of his colleague, Mr. 
Hoar, who was re-elected. This is his 
fifth election. 
his present term he will have served 
twenty-four years in the senate. 

Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, ad- 
dressed the senate in support of his 
amendment providing for ‘a proper and 
adequate rank’ for the veterinarians of 
the army and for a chief veterinarian who 
should have the rank of major and be at- 
tached to the quartermaster general's 
departmeng in the war department. 

Mr. Gallinger also vigorously advocated 
his amendment providing for the revoca- 
tion of all licenses granted to American 
saloons in the Philippines, and providing 
against the sale or importation of beer, 
wines or distilled liquors in the Philip- 
pines. 

In reply Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, hes- 
itated, he said, to embark upon legisla- 
tion for the Philippines when the Taft 
commission was in charge of affairs in the 
island. 

Barrooms Doing Harm. 

Mr. Lodge, chairman of the Philippines 
committee, said that the four hundred 
or five hundred American barrooms es- 
tablished and licensed in Manila were do- 
ing more harm to the army than to the 
native inhabitants, as the Filiping:, | like 
other tropical people, were temperate. 
| Mr. Hale, of Maine, agreed that the 
__ time had not come for gemeral legislation 
| ith respect to the Philippines, but he 
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did not regard the proposed amendment 
as general legislation, as it dealt largely 
with the good order and good health of 
the army. , 

“It is well known,” said he, ‘‘that the 
army raised under this‘ bill is to be a 
fighting army. It is not to fight in the old 
states of the union, it is not to fight in 
Cuba, or in Porto Rico; it is not to fight 


iin China; but it is to fight in the Philip- 


If it were not for the 
fact that thjs army is to conduct this 
war in the Philippines, no committee of 
this body would present here a proposition 
for the creation of a permanent standing 
army of 100,000 men.”’ 

Mr. Hale said he would be glad if a, 
form of negotiation with the Filipinos 
could have been adopted as a means of 
settling the pénding conflict, but senators 
did not approve of it. He believed, toa, 
it would be better to attach a temporary 
force to the present standing army, but 
the senate would not hear to that. He 
pointed out that unless this bill was 
passed, there would be in the Philippines 
after July next only about 20,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers. Pressed by the Filipino 
forces they would be) “hemmed in Ma- 
nila’’ and would be “lucky if they were 
not driven into the sea.” 

“No senator could stand that,” de- 
clared the Maine senator. “No man—no 
party could stafd upon such a condition. 
Therefore, I am constrained, as much as 
I am opposed to it, to support this meas- 
ure.’’ 

Mr. Hale declared a standing army of 
30,000 provided every soldier needed in 
time of peace. 

Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, in reply to 
Mr. Teller, of Colorado. said that he 
hoped g joint committee of congress to 
investigate the situation of the people :n 
the islands would be provided during this 
session of congress, and that he (Mr. 
Spooner) had undertaken to frame a reso- 
lution providing for such a committee. 

The dehate then proceeded under the 
five-minute rule. 


Bounty Provided For. 


Messrs. Stewart. Foraker and Elkins 
opposed the prohibition amendment. Mr. 
Perkins offered an amendment, which 
was agreed to, providing for the pay- 
ment of $200 to each soldier now in the 
Philippines whose term will exp‘re before 
July ist next, and who will re-enlist for 
three vears. 

The debate upon the bill closed under 
the special order and the voting 
began upon the ainendments to the Dill.

Mr. Spooner suggested an amendment 
leaving the fixing of the pay of native 
troops to the discretion of the secretary 
of war. It was agreed to.

Anti-Liquor Amendments’ Beaten. 


Mr. Gallinger then offered.a new sec- 
tion to the bill providing that all licenses 
for the sale of liquor in the Philippines 
heretofore granted be revoked and that 
none hereafter be granted; and that the 
importation of beer, wine and distilled 
spirits into the island be prohibited. The 
amendment was rejected 23 to 43.

New York Student of Soldiers 
Art Shows Pupils Pro-

West Point, N. ¥., January 18.—The 
congressional committee probed deep into 
cadet fighting traditions today. Cadet 
Lynch, of New York, was thoroughly ex- 
amined by the committeemen, as he is 
looked upon as the authority on fighting 
at the academy. When General Dick be- 
Zan to question he became argumenta- 
‘tive and shook his finger at the chair- 
man several times when parrying some 
of the seneral’s mild reproofs. 

At times he leaned across the table 
which separated him from the chairman’s 
table while he spoke in an insolent man- 
ner to the general. He upheld the West 
Point fighting code, and declared that 
he would fight any“man of his size and 
weight, and said thafuny man who would 
not do likewise wag not fit to join the 
army.

Judge Dixon Believes Verdict Just. 
Jury Took Fourteen Ballots Be- 


fore Reaching Decision. 
Prisoners Heard It 
Without Emotion. 


‘New York, January 18.—Walter C. Mc- 
_ Allister, Andrew J. Campbell and William 
A. Death, three of the four persons in- 
dicted for the death of Jennie Bosschieter, 
a mill girl of Paterson, N. J., who was 
- murdered on the night of October 18th 
last, were tonight adjudged guilty of 
murder in the second degree. According 
to the New Jersey law, the maximum pen- 
alty for the prisoners is thirty years im- 
prisonment. The jury took fourteen bal- 
lots and, after summoning Judge Dixon 
and the prisoners, filed into the court- 
room. 

The prisoners appeared very nervous. 
McAllister seemed more excited than any 
of the others. He sat biting his lips 
while waiting. Campbell thrust his hands 
into his trousers’ pockets and clinched his 
fists in them. Death looked anxiously 
about the courtroom for a moment and 
then assumed the same attitude as Camp- 
bell. When the verdict was announced 
the prisoners exhibited neither elation nor 
relief. 

Judge Dixon thanked the jury, and said 
he believed the verdict a just one. He 
then dismissed the jurors until Monday 
morning. The court then rose and the 
prisoners were taken back to the jail. 

It is just three months ago today that 
the girl met these men in Sall’s saloon and 
started for the carriage ride which ended 
in her death. Another great crowd 
gathered outside the Paterson courthouse 
this morning but, as on preceding days 
of the trial, only a Nmited number of 
persons were admitted to the courtroom. 
The defendants were brought into court 
shortly before 10 o’clock and took their 
usual seats, beside their council. 

Mr. Hoffman, for the defense, proceeded 
at some length in remarks calculated to 
discredit the test of Professor Witthaus 
as to the quantity of chloral hydrate 
that had been administered to the girl, 
and quoted the professor as saying that 
the amount of chloral he found in the 
stomach could not havé done any more 
harm than if it had remained in the bot- 
tle. He cited the testimony of Dr. Van- 
denburg to the effect that analysis of 
the embalming fluid of the same brand 
as that used to embalm the corpse of 
Jennie Bosschieter gave the same result 
as Professor Witthaus obtained from an 
analysis of the contests of the girl's 
stomach. Counsel also quoted the de- 
nials on the witness stand of all three 
defendants that they administered or 
knew of the administration of chloral hy- 
drate or “knock-out drops,’’ to the girl 
and declared that they would not per- 
jure themselves even to save their lives. 
Mr. Hoffman alleged that statements had 
been extorted from two of the defendants 
by the police »y improper means, and 
that these statements were then distort- 
ed into confessions. All the circumstances 
of the meeting of Jennie Bosschieter with 
the defendants on October 16th and start- 
ing in a hack for Lee street, counsel said, 
were inconsistent with the theory of the 
prosecution that the affairs was pfe-ar- 
ranged on the part of the_men with the 
purpose of assault on the girl by the 
roadside. 

Counsel concluded with these words: 

“The whole case is consistent with the 
innocence of the defendants under @ 
proper application of the law. If they 
‘go to the scaffo'd I will not be here to 
see it. I will shield my face and say, 
‘Shame, shame’ to the hitherto good name 
of New Jersey.” : 

Public Prosecutor Emley tmmediately 
began the delivery of the final address for 
the state. After alluding to the enormity 
of the crime charged, he attacked the tes- 
timony the defendants gave on the wit- 
ness stand. Their meeting with Jennie 
Bogschieter, he sald, was no accident, and 
he asked why those with whom McAliis- 
ter said he and Kerr had an appointment 
the evening of October 16th, which was 
not kept, had not come forward to sup- 
port the testimony of the accused. The 
engagement, Mr. Hawley asserted, was 
at Saal’s saloon and had for its purpose, 
as Campbell had put it, of having a good 
‘time with the gir! now dead: 

Mr. Emley said: 

“Although it has been stated the girl 
Was unable to get a milk punch, which 
she had ordered in the saloon, because 
there was no milk, still there is testimony 
to show that McAllister drank milk and 
seltzer and when. absinthe was taken into 
the room it was in the same tray and 
McAllistér carried the tray.

Emperor William, who replied pleasant- 
ly, pointed out that nations of German 
ticod must hold together in the great 
controversies of the world. 

A new order of merit of the Prussian 
crown has been founded in acommemora- 
tion of the bi-centenary. 

Fifteen new peers for the Prussian her- 
renhaus, or house of lords, was appointed 
by the emperor, the list including Rev. 
Dr. Dryander and Professor Fiedler, of 
the Charlottenburg technical high school, 
as well as a number of mayors. 

Altogether 3,722 orders and decorations 
were conferred today, in addition to the 
10,000 conferred last year. Among today’s 
recipients were the Duke of Trachenberg, 
who received the Order of the Black Ea- 
gle; General Vogel Von Falckenstein, a 
famous officer in the retired list, who 
received the Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Red Eagle; Prince Von Eulenburg. 
German ambmssador at Vienna, unon 
whom was conferred the Order of the Red 
Eagle, first class; and Baron Von Rhein- 
baben, Prussian minister of the<interior, 
and Cardinal Kopp, of Breslau, upon 
whom also were conferred the Order 6f 
the Red Eagle, first. class. Patents of 
nobility were conferfed upon about forty 
officers and civilians, the latter including 
several bankers. The emperor also gave 
to a number of deserving charities sums 
aggregating 100,000 marks. To the city of 
Potsdam he gave a bronze copy of the 
statue of Frederick the Great. 

The Berliner Tageblatt, The Vossiche 
Zeitung and other papers regretfully 
point out that the hope indulged of am- 
nesty being granted today, at least to 
lese majeste offenders, has been disap- 
pointed. The whole city was hung with 
flags and decorated, not exc>pting the 
United States embassy, the consulate gen- 
eral and all the American buildings.

United States May Have Te 
Send Reinforcements, 


CENSORSHIP OVER CABLES 


Alleged Venezuela Has Been Tam- 
pering with Dispatches cf Min- 
ister Loomis — Scorpion 
Ordered To Remain 
at La Guayra. 


Washington, January 18.—It was learned 
today that the government of Venezuela 
on December $th established a censorship 
Over all dispatches to and from the Unit- 
ed States, and it has been strictly in 
force ever since. 

The orders to the Scorpion to proceed 
from La Guayra to Guanoco have been 
countermanded, and she will remain at 
La Guayra, where her presence is regard- 
ed as necessary. 

By direction of the state department, 
Minister Loomis has protested to the 
Venezuelan government against the ex- 
ercise of censorship over any of his of- 
ficial communications, and it is understood 
that the protest has been effective. 

It is said that nothing has been re- 
ceived to show any marked change in the 
Status in Venezuela since yesterday, 
when Minister Loomis spoke of the sup- 
pression of a rebellion among the troops 
in Caracas, the very inception of which 
was unknown to the department of 
State. The fact that such a movement 
cotld gain headway in Castro’s own cap- 
ital, is, however, very significant, and 
it may have been upon reflection touching 
the meaning of this rebellion among the 
troops that led to the decision to retain 
the Scorpion at La Guayra, the nearest 
port to Caracas. 

The naval authorities were consulted 
during the day as to the feasibility of 
reinforcing the American naval force in 
Venezuela, but while some such thing is 
in prospect, it cannot be learned that any 
positive orders have yet gone out. Un- 
fortunately, the Hartford, which would 
naturally be called upon first for such 
@ purpose, is not within reach of the 
cable, being on a crulse from Port of 
Spain for Barbadoes, at which place she 
is due in about two days. She may be 
turned back from that.port when she ar- 
rives by a cable order unless the situa- 
tion improves. The Lancaster sailed 
from Pert of Spain Wednesday for the 
Cape Verde islands, so she is entirely be- 
yond reach. 

There is no disposition on the part of 
the authorities here to go to any unusual 
length in dealing with this situation, 
and they say frankly that it is not a part 
of their purpose to pbrow-beat or coerce 
the Venezuelans by™any formidable na- 
val demonstration, unless such course is 
absolutely forced upon them, which is 
not believed to be at all likely. 

Admiral Farquhar, of the north Atlan- 
tic squadron, will keep in close touch with 
the navy department, and he will not be 
far away from a cable end for many days 
at a time after he leaves Florida. 

Mr. Loomis’s protest against any cen- 
sorship of his official mail on the part 
of the Venezuelan government was not 
idly lodged, and he acted by the depart- 
ment’s direction only upon a well-ground- 
ed suspicion that his cables were being 
tampered with or unreasonably delayed. 
His protest was made several days ago, 
and officials are satisfied the censorship 
over Mr. Loomis’s communications has 
ceased. Although aware of the restric- 
tions imposed by the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment upon private cable communica- 
tions, the state department has not felt it- 
self able to interfere at this stage to pre- 
vent this practice, which is said to be 
common in South and Central American 
countries in almost every case of a rev- 
olutionary movement wherein the gov- 
ernment is getting the worst of it. 


BODY SENT FROM MANILA. 


Alabamian’s Remains Are Buried at | 
| Opelika. 

Opelika, Ala., January 18.—(Special.)— 
The remains of Private Robert W. Floyd, 


of this county, reached home this week 
from the Philippines, where he was killed 
by an accident at the reserve hospital 
in Manila on May 6, 1900, by jumping 
from the second story of the building 
while having a nightmare. Floyd be- 
longed to one of the most prominent fam- 
ilies of this county. The highest testi- 
monials as to his life in war and his 
general conduct have been received from 
officers of the army. Several of Opelika’s 
young men are in the Philippines yet and 
their families are uneasy about them 
continually.

an Atlanta manufacturer be forced 877 
miles to New York when 355-miles will 
take us to Mobile and 300 miles will 
take us to Savannah? Why should the 
sea front of the southern states be ig- 
nored while the sea front below Cape 
Cod is unduly magnified? These ques- 
tions are pressing, and will demand 
answer. A country furnishing in one 
item alone almost $500,000,000 worth of 
material for exportation, calling for the 
same return of freight, is one that has 
some rights worthy of consideration, 
and unless we mistake the men, they 
will see the point and come to terms. 
We might talk until doomsday, how- 
ever, unless we demanded our rights in 
a business way. It is only through 
well organized chambers. of commerce, 
speaking as one man for the whole 
body, that we can obtain adequate 
hearing. Our business men have never 
realized the value of collective effort. 
Atlanta has now a reorganized cham- 
ber of commerce, but what is it going 


‘| to do? Will it, like its predecessors, 


do nothing, or will it inaugurate a 
new era by undertaking systematic 
work? The finance committee of the 
city council has apportioned $1,500 to 
the support of this body, the pest spent 
money ever appfopriated if éarned by 
the chamber, otherwise a loss. Will 
President Beck get his forces together 
at once and, calling upon the railroad 
authorities, acquaint them with the 
facts in the case? Will they present 
the fact that railways thriving upon 
our trade and enjoying the protection 
of our laws, owe the city something? 
If they do we have no doubt that they 
will find reception and indorsement. 
Railroad men are alert to business, 
and when they find themselves talking 
to business men who know what they 
want they will meet them half way. 
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Getting Ready for the Inevitable. 
The Philadelphia Press, which finds 
time to discuss the “barbarous” condi- 
tion of the south, has been engaged 
for a week past in getting ready for 
the inevitable in its own state. 
On the 14th of January came this: 


Should the legislature vote on the sen- 
atorship as it was elected by the people 
te vote, and as it stood before the work 
of reversing the verdict of the people by 
bribery began to show results, Mr. Quay 
would have less than 120 members out of 
253. As it stood at the time of the ad- 
journment week before last he was still 
lacking enough republicans to elect him. 
The whole state is watching to see if 
enough have been bribed to effect the 
election, and who they are. 

This was followed on the 15th by the 
declaration: 


The voters of the last election chose a 
legislature with a distinct majority ad- 
verse to Mr. Quay’s pretension. He 
was defeated at the polls, and if elected 
today it is because he and his agents 
are able to Induce members to disregard 
their pledges and obligations and to vote 
directly contrary to the expectation and 
desire of the men who elected them. 

These deserters and traitors will be 
marked men hereafter, despised and re- 
pudiated by those who have heretofore 
trusted them. Perhaps they feel satis- 
fied that the price of their perfidy is 
worth all it can cost them. Judas 
thought this for a while, but he soon 
changed his mind and with a just per- 
ception of the enormity of his offense 
went out and hanged himself. 


There is no danger, however, of any 
such remorse afflicting the average re- 
publican politician of Pennsylvania. 
There was only one effective way in 
which the republican machine of that 
state could have been fought, and that 
Was a remedy of which the so-called 
reformers did not avail themselves. 

How republican politics are conducted 
in Harrisburg is disclosed by a para- 
graph in the special correspondence 
of The Press, to this effect: 


- The anti-Quay meeting this afternoon 
was one of the most enthusiastic yet 
held. Despite the fact that the outlook 
is not as hopeful as the anti-Quayites 
would wish, those who have withstood 
the offers to corrupt them seem to feel 
that they ought to congratulate one an- 
other upon the fact that there are so 
many men who are able to withstand of- 
fers of anywhere from $10,000 to $30,000 for 
a single vote. There is no denying the 
fact that the “insurgents” do not relish 
the loss of Mr. Reynolds, of Lackawanna 
county. Their feelings of regret are not 
caused so much by the loss of his vote as 
because of the fact that he stood up 
against an array of corrupt influences 
two weeks ago when, upon his own testi- 
mony given The Press correspondent, as 
well as to a number of his fellow mem 
bers of the legislature, he refused offers 
ranging from $5,000 up to as much money 
as he desired to demand for his vote. 


Until Pennsylvania is purged of the 


methods described, The Press would 


do well either to keep its “outrage’”’ 
editor at home or give him a vacation. 
The Kansas Torch. 

Not a elergyman in .Leavenworth, 
Save one, could be induced to say a 
word about the burning of the suspect- 
ed negro a few days ago, and even 
that one did not speak in direct terms, 
but confined himself to a disquisition 
upon the frailty of civilization. 

These same clergymen would have 
been at a loss for words had the event 
been located south. Indeed, some of 
them are on record as having long- 
distance sympathy with men who have 
felt the tightening pressure of the 
lynchers’ rope, but when their homes 
were attacked silence succeeded to gar- 
rulousness. 

The local newspaper of Leavenworth, 
owned by the mayor, puts in a plea of 
justification, in which it says: 


Have those who criticise stopped to 
look on the other side of the picture? 
Suppose the life and virtue of your daugh- 
ter, wife or mother were in constant 
jeopardy by the presence and persistent 
opérations of some negro fiend, would you 
then look upon the matter in the same 
light? 

The people are the source of all law. 
If their chosen agents fail in their duty, 
either in the making or in the administra- 
tion of law, the people are justified in 
assuming the right which they have del- 
egated to others. 

The state and federal penitentiaries, jo- 
cated here,-are filled with criminals, As 
they are discharged from prisen many of 
these criminals locate, at least tempora- 
rily, in Leavenworth, Their presence has 
a demoralizing effect, crime is encouraged 
and severe methods sometimes become 
necessary to the public safety, 


We are then informed through the 
columns of this newspaper that “relic 
hunters cut off the ears and other parts 
of Alexander's body, which was so mu- 
tilated that hie relatives would not 
claim it,” The other negroes in the 
city have been in terror of their lives, 


and a wholesale emigration is under 


way: 

The press of the north and west finds 
ground for comment in the proceeding, 
sufficient to chain their attention nearer 
home. The Philadelphia Press de- 
clares: 

The burning alive of a colored man ac- 
cused of rape and murder in Kansas 
places that state in this respect by the 
side of Colorado, Georgia, Texas, Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee. It proves that 
the brutal instinct is as rampant in the 
first state as in any . of the other states 
which have burned alleged murderers and 
rapists at the stake. There is no more 
excuse, and in fact less excuse, for the 
perpetration of such a barbarism in Kan- 
sas than there is in South Carolina or 
Mississippi, and it is to the honor of the 
last two states that neither of them have 
been disgraced by such an outrage. It is 
impossible not to see the significance of 
this fiendish act, following so closely upon 
the perpetration of an act equally flend- 
ish in Colorado. It is an unerring in- 
dication of the rapid growth of the mob 
spirit in the north. The Press has point- 
ed out this tendency arain and again, and 
called public attention to the danger 
which this disposition foreshadowed. Two 
other northern states have also been dis- 
graced, recently, by lynchings or at- 
tempted lynchings. These are Ohio and 
Indiana. In the latter state three men 
were lynched and in the former a lynch- 
ing would have occurred had not the en- 
ergy of the authorities frustrated the in- 
tentions of the mob. 

The Transcript, voicing Boston opin- 
ion, finds that the Alexander case is 
not the only one illustrating Kansan 
feeling, saying that “this is not the 
first time within a brief period that 
Leavenworth has shown its hostility to 
men with black skins. The article to 
which reference has been made tells 
the story of a mulatto barber in that 
city, intelligent, industrious and law- 
abiding, who saw no reason to heed 
the warnings sent to him to give up his 
business and leave the place. As a con- 
sequence his shop was entered one 
night, his fixtures were thrown into 
the river and, bound hand and foot, 
he was tied into a skiff and turned 
adrift in mid-stream, and nothing was 
heard of him afterwards.” In contrast 
with the unwillingness of northern offi- 
ci&s to pursue the criminals, is shown 
the attitude in the south, where “one 
of the first acts of the new governor of 
Alabama has been to denounce the re- 
cent lynching of two colored men in 
that state, and call upon a district 
judge, if within the latter’s power, to 
order a special sitting of the court for 
these outrages. Certainly the governor 
of Kansas cannot in justice or decency 
do less.” Says the Springfield Repub- 
lican: 

Kansas is today a northern state which 
treats the country to a negro-burning on 
the most approved lines of these days of 
nigger-hunting and nigger-killing abroad 
and at home. The greatest exhibition is 
given in the extreme eastern part of the 
state, in the heart of the district first 
settled by the free-staters of 1855, who 
suffered much for negro freedom, and it 
rivals in hellishness the recent Colorado 
affair and the worst that ever was done 
in the south to satisfy race fury 
against the black. It is worse than the 
Colorado affair, for this victim was not 
definitely known to be guilty of the main 
crime charged against him. ‘The south 
is no longer peculiar in this business. 
Why is it? 

The Baltimore American, another re- 
publican authority, draws attention to 
the significant feature of the whole af- 
fair thus: 

The sheriff of Leavenworth county, 
Kansas, commenting upon the horrible 
lynching at Leavenworth, said: “I did 
not request the state militia, and am 
glad the troops did not arrive. If they 
had there would have been several in- 
nocent . ves lost.’’ This represents a 
sentiment whican is quite prevalent in 
districts where lynchings occur and 
which largely accounts for the inability 
to suppress lawlessness. The anxiety 
of the sheriff to save innocent lives gave 
to the community the most horrible and 
degrading exhibition of savagery that 
can be imagined. Suppose that every 
officer of the law in this country should 
adopt this view and refuse to extend 
protection to prisoners, what would be 
the inevitable result? 

These people thus glorifying and 
protected in their act, are described by 
The Chicago Times-Herald in the light 
of history: “If old Ossawattomie 
Brown were alive we can well imagine 
how his rage would burn against the 
authors of negro lynching in the south, 
but what would he say of Kansas? 
Was not Kansas won from the slave 
drivers and border ruffians of Dixie 
land? Was it not consecrated by free- 
dom’s blood to la nd order and race 
equality? Has it not fanned the flames 
of sectional hate by attaching a pecu- 
liar odium to the south on account of 
the very crime of which it is itself now 
guilty? Surely there is something se- 
riously the matter with Kansas when 
she can involve herself in such a 
shocking contradiction, and her next 
eulogist will have to note the fact 
in his diagnosis of her greatness. 

“In the records of southern lynchings 
we recall nothing worse than the mur- 
der of Fred Alexander at Leaven- 
worth.” 

From all of this there is only one 
lesson that can be drawn in the south, 
and in it the negroes themselves are 
interested. They can here see how little 
they are regarded by the people who 
would fan their hatred into a fury 
against the only men among whom 
they can earn a living. The people 
standing around the flames in which 
Alexander’s body lay burning were the 
sons and the grandsons of the men who 
joined in John Brown’s fanaticism. 
The negroes in the south know who 
their true friends are. They should 
be able to penetrate the motives of 
strangers who would stir them into dis- 
cord, but who refuse to give them per- 
sonal justice at home. They know that 
in the south they have personal safety, 
the right to earn a living and to raise 
their families, consideration for their 
weakness even in the courts of law, 
with only one crime held out for which 
there will be no palliation. 

The sensible negro should under- 
stand that bread and butter is of much 
more importance than long-distance 
lectures on political rights. Whenever 
doubt arises hereafter he can take to 
heart the lesson of bleeding, burning 
Kansas. 
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Hadley’s Defense of Trusts.

If the answer to.any charge sim- 
ply be of the nature of “you're 
another,” the question might as well 
be closed. 

The people of the country will hardly 
accept the comfortable conclugion of 
President Hadley, and will continue to 
regard their opinion as public, and en- 
titled to some consideration.

WANT ACTION BY ENGLAND 


On the Hay-Pauncefote Treaty, 
Which Is Now Being Considered. 


HANNA WORKS FOR SHIP SUBSIDY 


Gives Notice That He Intends To 
Force the Measure 
Through. 


Washipgton, January 18.—The repub- 
lican senators in caucus today unani- 
mously decided not to set a day, at least 
for the present, for taking up the Nica- 
raguan canal bill. After a general ex- 
change of views the senators concluded 
that so long as Great Britain's attitude 
toward the amendments to the Hay-Paun- 
cefote treaty is undefined {t woufd not be 
wise or expedient to agitate the question 
of the construction of the proposed canal. 

The decision was embodied in a resolug 
tion presented by Senator Lodge, who 
stated that the conclusion as there get 
forth was the resultt of the best delibera- 
tions of the committee's order of business. 
Several senators, however. gave notice 
that in case there should be a motion to 
take up the canal bill they would not 
be bound by the resolution adopted, but 
would vote for a motion to consider. In 
this expression of independence Senator 
Platt, of New York, was the leader. He 
said he considered the proposed canal of 
prime importance, and would not refrain 
from voting to take it up whenever a 
motion to that effect is made. Senators 
Simon, Foster and Bard followed with 
similar declarations. They did not, how- 
ever, express a determination to them- 
selves initiate a movement in behalf of 
the canal bill, and it was suggested that 
Senator Morgan could be prevailed upon 
to allow the present status to remain. 

No decision was reached upon other 
questions becau no formal action was 
considered necessary. There was, how- 
ever, considerable discussion of other 
questions. Among these were the ship 
subsidy bill, the war revenue reduction 
bill, the confirmation of Mr. Harlan as 
attorney general of Porto Rico, the rat- 
ification of the treaty with Spajn for the 
acquisition of some of the Philippine 
islands not inculded in the, origirgl Paris 
treaty and the appropriation bills. 

Senator Hanna expressed his desire to 
have the ship subsidy bill passed upon 
during the present session, and said that 
with the army bill out of the way he 
Should ask that the decision arrived at 
early in the session to press the subsidy 
bill be adhered to. All responses were 
in accord with Mr. Hanna's request. It 
was intended that the subsidy bill should 
receive attention when the appropriation 
bills were not up for consideration. 

Senator Aldrich explained the necessity 
of getting the war revenue reduction bill 
through this session, and he stated that 
he hoped to be able to report it from 
the committee on finance during the early 
part of next week. 

He hoped to secure the unanimous 
agreement from the committee and urged 
that to secure promptness there should be 
no effort to amend it by putting’ On tar- 
iff amendments. That would, he -said, 
close up the entire tariff question. There 
was general assent to this proposition 
and assurance was given that the caucus 
would sustain him in that position. 

Senator Foraker stated that he would 
again seek to get up the Harlan nomina- 
tion at the first opportunity, and he asked 
that republican senators remain in suf- 
ficient numbers to guarantee a quorum 
because of Senator Pettigrew’s notice 
that he should require a roll cajl on 
the vote to confirm. 

The importance of getting the Spanish 
treaty through was presented by Senator 
Lodge, who said that the ratification of 
the treaty was necessary to clean up our 
dealin with Spain. 

Senator Proctor also asked time for 
consideration of the oleomargarine Dill. 
The committee probably wopld be pre- 
pared to report next week. 

After the conclusion of the caucus, 
Senator Allison, as its chairman, gave 
out the following: 

“Senator Morgan, of Alabang@, chair- 
man of the committee on inter-oceanic 
canals, made a request of the republicans 
of the senate that a day be fixed by or- 
der of the senate for the consideration of 
the Nicaraguan canal bill. This re- 
quest was made to the committee on or- 
der of business and this committee 
made the recommendation to the repub- 
lican conference this morning that at this 
time it is not expedient or wise to fix a 
day for the consideration of the bill in 
view of the pendency of consideration by 
Great Britain of the amendments pro- 
posed by the senate to the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. This view was approved 
by the republican caucus without divi- 
sion. There was a universal sentiment 
expressed in favor of the construction 
of the canal by the United States at 
the earliest practicable time.”’ : 


CRAMPS WANT LARGE SUM. 


Claims of Shipbuilding Firm Are 
Before the House. 

Washington, January 18.—The house 
spent the entire day today on the bill 
to refer to the court of claims the claims 
of the William Cramp & Son Shipbuild- 
ing Company, of Philadelphia, for alleged 
damages due to the delay of the govern- 
ment in furnishing the armor plate and 
material for the battleships Massachu- 
setts and Indiana, and the cruisers New 
York and Columbia. The claims aggre- 
gate $1,367,244. The bill has been con- 
spicuous at every session of congress for 
several years. It met with the strenuous 
and determined opposition of a portion of 
the minority under the leadership of Mr. 
McDermott, of New Jersey, and Mr. 
Robb, of Missouri. 

Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania, spoke in 
support of the bill. Mr. Robb, of Mis- 
souri, who is a member of the commit- 
tee on claims, opposed the bill. He called 
attention to the fact that the contract 
with the Cramps specified that no addi- 
tional charges should be made on account 
of changes in plans and also that the 
contractors had further expressly released 
the government from every claim for loss 
or damage sustained by them by reason 
of the government's failure to furnish 
armor and material. The government 
held the contractors’ receipts in full. 

Mr. McDermott characterized the bill 
as a “remarkable measure’ in that it di- 
rected the court to render such judgment 
as would “fully, fairly and equitably’’ 
compensate the company. That direc- 
tion would include interest. 

Mr. Rixey, of Virginia; Mr. Grosveneor, 
of Ohio, and Mr. Otey, of Virginia, also 
spoke. 

Then the committee rose and reported 
to the house that it had come to no con- 
clusion upon the Cramp bill. A'‘p 
longed filibuster was begun, but its advo- 
cates at length succeeded in having the 
pevious question ordered upon the Dill. 
The vote on the previous question was 
104 to 5%.

Richardson, ths new member, was elect- 
ed secretary to succeed Dr. C. F. Benson 
who, although nominated, declined to 
have his name considered as a candi- 
date. 

Beyond the election of a chairman and 
secretary but little business was trans- 
acted by the board. Decidedly the most 
interesting statement made during the 
session was that of Dr. Bizzell to the ef- 
fect that the desire of the counctf éom- 
riuittee on hospital and charities to take 
charge of contagious diseases, was far- 
cial. 

D:. Bizzell brought tuis matter to the 
attention of the boa... very early im the 
secsion by stating he had seen in the 
daily press some allusion to possible fric- 
tion between Councilman Longino’s com- 
mittee and the board of health. He said 
he did not know of any such friction, 
and did not anticipate any. 

What Dr. Bizzell Said. 

“The $5,000 which the finance commit- 
tee is said to be willing to give ahe hos- 
pital and charities committee to do this 
work,”’ said Dr. Bizzell, ‘“‘would be only 
a drop in the bucket. It would be nec- 
essary to secure a complete corps of as- 
sistants and the amount, in my estima- 
tion, will not be sufficient for the work.” | 

He then made a formal motion that | 
until cc “cll takes some action in re- 
gard to the matter, the chairman, sec- | 
retary and committee on contagious dis- 
eases appoint the necessary inspectors to 
look after patients. Dr. Benson offered 
as a substitute that the board continue 
the old ai ‘vement until council should 
act.

This course was 
adopted. 

The appointment by Chief Hope of C. 
B. Hope as superintendent of the city 
stables, and C. W. Pope, foreman of the 
city stables, at a salary each of $15 a 
week, was indorsed. 

The offices were made vacant by rea- 
son of the transfer of one man to a dif- 
ferent department and the suspensian of 
another. In reply to a question of May- 
or Mims, Chief Hope stated that one of 
the duties of the superintendent at the 
stables was the weighing of all supplies 
furnished to the city stables. He said 
the new superintendent, within the past 
week, had discovered an error in weight 
amounting to $100 in the city’s favor. 

Mayor Takes the Chair. 

When these matters had been attended 

to tue mayor was invited to occupy the 
chairman’s place until a permanent 
chairman could be selected.

GOV. CANDLER MAKES SPEECH 


Contest Was One of the Most Inter- 
esting Ever Held by Students.

The handsome medal presented to the

The exercises in honor of General Rob- 
ert E. Lee, heid in the hall of the Boys’

in the hall was taken, mothers and sis- 
ters of the boys and many other lady 
friends of the school attending. 

Each of the eight young speakers se- 
lected from the graduating class by Prin- 
cipal William L. Slaton was chosen be- 
cause of his talent in oratory, and from 
so- large a class the selection to speak on 
this occasion was, in itself, a great honor. 
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LLOYD FIELD, 
Winner of the Gold Medal in the 
Oratorical Contest at the Boys’ 
High School. : 
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The eight students were Francis J. Kam- 
per, Robert H. Jones, Jr., Lamar Hill, 
Winship Nunnally, Willis Ragan, Jr., 
Asa W. Candler, Lloyd B. Field and John 
Collier. All of the speeches were of the 
life and character and deeds of the fa- 
mous confederate chieftain in whose 
honor the exercises were held. Besides 
the speakers there were on the speakers’ 
stand Governor Candler, Principal Sla- 
ton and Superintendent of Schools W. M. 
Slaton. 
A Splendid Audience. 

The boys had before them an audience 
to be proud of, and it was an audience 
that took pride in the boys’ achievements. 
Eeach speaker spoke ten minutes, and 
each held the attention of his hearers 
throughout. ‘The story of Lee was told 
with such force and eloquence that sev- 
eral times tears came to the eyes of some 
of the listeners, and a well rounded pe- 
riod, or a beautiful climax would always 
evoke applause.

Police Hear of Woman Who 
Broke Down and Wept,

According to Hop Lee's strained 
tempt at English the Chinese New Year 
will begin on Februry 18th, and as there 
are only a few Chinese in the city, the 
celebration will last only one day. Fire 
crackers and bombs will be a disturbing 
element on New Year's eve and during 
the pay—police permitting. 

Where there is a large Chinese colony 
the festivities last f:um one day 
week, according to the finances of the 
Chinese, and many people are troubled 
about getting their laundry as long as the 
festivities last. 

The Chinese will not only enter upon 
a new year and a new century, but will 
begin time anew. It is the year one in 
the calendar. The Chinese date time from 
the beginning of the reigning monarch and 
when he is deposed or dies, time ends, and 
begins anew with the succeeding ruler. 
Consequently time begins anew with the 
present new ruler. 

The year is a movable feast, and be- 
gins anywhere between the 10th and 2th 
of February, according to the new moon. 
The notations are made by a government 
board of astronomers in Pekin, and the 
almanacs are also sent to the various 
Chinese colonies throughout the United 
States. The almanac is printed on one 
sheet of paper about two feet square,

paper is blood red. The name of the 
caller is written so that when the card 
is folded the name will appear like the 
inscription on a letter. They begin call- 
ing about daylight. They keep open 
house, with tea and Chinese sweetmeats 
on the table for every caller, who is in- 
vited to participate. It is not in good 
form to extend a hand to Chinese. He 
does not shake hands with any one. Each 
Chinese, in calling, shakes his own hand. 
He also prays off his many sins on this 
day. When he prostrates himself before 
his miniature in his room, before 
whom is burning the punk incense, he 
removes his shoes, but keeps on Wis hat. 
This is first in order, after which he is 
ready for the festivities,

He 
tried to sprint around the engine and 
save a block or so of additional walking, 
but the grinning monstrosity of a car- 
shed wasn‘t to be cheated of the pleas- 
ure of holding him for five or ten minutes 
more, and at the very instant he started 
to circumvent it, the engine sent up a 
cloud of smoke and began to steam out.

A Grave State of Affairs. 


In addition to the inconvenience that 
the present depot causes passengers on 
incoming and outgoing trains, the present 
condition gf affairs is a menace to the 
lives of Atlanta’s women and children. 
That they are not killed every day is due 
to the fact that the danger is so obvious. 

The great and growing question is: 

“What sre we going to do about it?’ 

The foregoing, as stated at the outset, 
is not a fanciful picture, but the truth- 
ful chronicle of an actual happening, Nor 
is it an isolated instance.: The gdentical 
giate of affairs is an every day occur- 
rence. Every afternoon and frequently in 
the morning, the carshed is blocked with 
traips_so that a passenger alighting from 
a car on the outside of the depot is put 
to the necessity of walking fully a quar- 
ter of a mile before he reaches the en- 
trance, and the walk is one fraught with 
the most serious menace to life and limb. 
At times the congestion in the depot 
whey trains are arriving and departing 
is something frightful. People in a 
crowded place, with the noise and confu- 
sicn of the trains, the babel of voices, 
the hurrying to and fro of trucks and 
vans, are apt to get excited and confused, 
and it is nothing short of a miracle that 
frequent deaths have not occurred. 

That people have not been killed does 
not argue that they will not meet death 
in the menacing maw of the depot. Luck, 
pure and simple, has thus far been on 
the side of the traveling public. But one 
cannot expect this luck to eontinue. The 
time will come, as surely as the sun 
shines, when the life or lives of some of 
Atianta’s valued citizens will pay the 
penalty of the present state of affairs. 
But is Atlanta going to wait unt!] that 
time arrives? 

The depot has too long been treated as 
a subject of laughter. That Atlanta is 
able to laugh when the lives of its citi- 


zens are in constant jeopardy argues weli 
for her good humor; but it is scarcely the 
part of policy to continue the attitude of 
enduring that which rightfuly ought to 
be remedied. 

‘The congestion of the inside of the 
depot is not the only thing that menaces 
the public. 
are an eyesore and a disgrace to the 
sensibilities of a self respecting person. 
The rooms are so small as to make 
seats for those waiting for trains, even 
on an ordinary occasion, out of the ques- 
tion.: Actual standing room is frequently 
impossible. The air in the rooms is foul 
and sickening, and microbes of every dis- 
ease in the category of bacteria run riot. 
It would be an imposition to expect «4 
self respecting member of the porcine 
tribe to remain in thosé rooms, devoid as 
they are of fresh air, and yet human 
beings, including delicate women and 
children, are compelled to stay in them or 
stand out in-the_ streets. 

How long is Atlanta—more, the travel- 
ing public of Georgia going to put up 
with this state of affairs? 

Aid must come from some source. Wi!! 
not the railroad commission, which meets 
today, take some immediate action? 

Another Effort Today. 

The special legislative committee ap- 
pointed to consider the Atlanta depot 
problem will meet at the Kimball house 
at 9 o’clock this merning and go from 
there to the capMol, where, at 10 o'clock, 
in the pffice of Special Attorney E. T. 
Brown, of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, they will geet President J. W. 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, lesseé of fhe Western and 
Atlantie. c . 

This special committee was appointed 
upon resolution introduced by Represent- 
ative G. V. Gress, of Wilcox county, who 
is one of its members. The other mem- 
bers of the committeé are Representatives 
C. L. Davis, of Meriwether; W. 8. 
Thompson, of Dooly; J. D. Howard, of 
Baldwin, and Porter King, of Fulton, 
and Senators Roland Ellis, of the twen- 
ty-second; J. M. Holder, of the thirty- 
third, and John T. Allen, of the twen- 
tieth. 

President Thomas was at one time 
asked to build a union depot for Atlanta 
on the state’s property, but declined to 
do so. The object of the appointment 
of this committee was to have it confer 
with representatives of the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic, and see if some 
plan could not be devised by which a 
new depot could be secured. It is ex- 
pected the session will be an interesting 
one, even if unprofitable in results.

Sotton Weakened on Increased 
Stocks South and Reports That 
Yarn and Cloth Manufac- 
turers Are Considering 
Shut-Downs. 


New York, January 18.—Bradstreet’s to- 
rrorrow will say: 

‘Speculation has lagged, but trade on spring 
account has on the whole improved this week. 
Southern and southwestern trade is opening 
up satisfactorily and there are better reports 
received even from the northwest as to the 
ovtlook for spring business. As to retail dis- 
tribution, conditions are hardly so favorable. 
The third week of January ends with weather 
conditions unfavorable to retail demand for 
woolens, rubbers and: footwear and the de- 
mand for household sizes of coal] has quieted 
somewhat. On the other hand, the open sea- 
son has helped the distribution of hardware, 
raints and glass and an advance of nearly one- 
third is reported in window glass. 

‘The textile situation is not altogether clear. 
Cotton has weakened on increased stocks at the 
scuth and reports that southern yarn anid Fall 
River print cloth manufacturers are consider- 
ing shut-downs, and in spite of reiterations of 
low crop estimates, which the present move- 
ments certainly do not confirm. 

**W'ool is in slack demand, and manufacturers 
buy only to cover orders. 

‘“"Ihe shoe trade is in good shape so far as 
spring orders are concerned, and leather is 
frm with stocks down to small proportions. 

‘Southern trade continues as a whole ‘fair 
to good, and the outlook is regarded as a cheer- 
ful one. 

‘“‘Another ‘readjustment’ of refined sugar rates 
has occurred with the result of a decrease of 
{Oc per hundred in the price of granulated. 

“It has been a week of ebbing strength in 
the cereals. Argentine reports display in India 
rubber consistency, and this week has been 
devoted to stretching cstimates of the export 
surplus from that ‘country. Northwest wheat 
receipts have ulso been heavy and the so- 
called Wali straet interest has been reported 
to have been liquidating. 

‘Corn receipts are also heavier and prices 
are lower, partly also in sympathy with the 
decline in wheat, which is now 4c off from 
the top of the January rise. 

‘‘Flour is dull, but the decline of 10 to 20c 
per barrel has tended to help export busi- 
ness. ; 

‘In the iron and steel trade mills are well 
sold ahead and pig iron production w very 
large. Practically rothing is heard of advances 
in prices and it is almost certain that ateel 
rails will go no higher. Some good business 
in this line nas béen transacted, and despite 
reports that export trade is gead 20,000 tons 
have been sold at Chicago to Bs abroad. Sales 
of pig iron will foot up a good total ag a 
whole. More’ has been done in Bessemer pig 
and billets at Pittsburg, considerable foundry 
iron has been sold at Chicago and some large 
quantities of southern pig iron are reported 
dealt in at Birmingham.

There 
is a notable lack of new contracts covering 
lurge operations, but many small orders are 
placed, a1.d mills are weil orcupied on old 
business that in most cases will take months 
to complete, even if nothing further offers. On 
this account there is no urgency about securing 
orcers and no concessions are made by .wading 
concerns. Export inquiries are fewer, ut u an- 
ufacturers exhibit no concern on this point. 
Work is so vigorously prosecuted at the iur- 
races that demand for fuel increases and c’.ke 
production in the Connellsville region expands. 
Coal also moves more freely at Pittsburg, de- 
layed shipments being hurried forward with 
the aid of high water. There is still some 
uncertain*y regarding the proposed tube and 
sheet plants and action by the Carnegie Com- 
pany is awaited with interest. 

‘‘Another moderate increase occurred in sales 
of wool at the three chief eastern markets, 
raising the total for three weeks to 10,382.,- 
300 pounds. There is still a heavy isxss com- 
pared with preceding years, for in ihe 
period last year the total was 14,920,800 
pounds, 16,495,800 two rears ago, 22,332,- 
270 in 1898 and |19,886,200 in 1897. Manu- 
facturers’ stocks are generally considered low, 
nevertheless they buy only for immediate needs 
and continue to take mainly the cheaper grades. 

‘The raw material for the other leading tex- 
tile industry has becn in less satisfactory 
perition; owing to depression in the yarn mar- 
ket, which caused the assuciation to recommend 
reduction in output by one-half,. Large esti- 
mates of the cotton crop also assisted the de- 
cline. 

‘“‘Boot and shoe shops are ase a rule well 
ogcupied, but it is noticed that business is 
unequaled distribyted. Salesmen furnish mod- 
erate orders from the west and south, although 
the rapid growth of manufacturing at intérior 
roints has exerted a perceptible influence on 
New England sales. Sales of leather are of 
oniy mederate volume and much below expec- 
taticns of holders with no speculative cpera- 
tions. Supplies of hemlock sole are rtill tim- 
ited, and scarcity of unien backs caused a fur- 
ther advance in quotations.

Stock Market Was Subjected 
lo a Shaking, Down 


STEEL STOCKS “SUPPORTED 


Tone Was Much Better in That Group 
and Important Members Show 
Bmall Net Gains—Rail- 
road List Was Some. 
Stronger. 


New York, January !8.—The market was 
subjected to an energetic shaking down today 
which caused a notable decline in prices; 
Prices, however, had been pretty well advanced 
before the decline set in, and there were not- 
able recoveries at the end. The net changes, 
therefore, do not by any means give a just 
idea of the character of the market, The 
fall in prices was in most cases a perpendicular 
one from the high level to the low level, which 
gave it the appearance of great violence. The 
selling which caused it had all the appearance 
of great urgency, and was in very heavy vol- 
ume, large blocks coming out on the decline, 
It should not escape notice, however, that there 
were important stocks in the list which offered 
good resistance to the prevailing weakness, 
and which rallied well from the declines, The 
tone of the steel stocks was much better than 
yesterday, They were vigorously supported, 
especially Federal Steel, and there was a good 
demand from the short interest. Important 
members of the group show small net gains on 


absorbed during the day, and Baltimore and 
Ohio showed no further sign of yesterday’s ex- 
treme weakness. Sugar manifested strength 
and closed at the best at a net gain of nearly 
2 points, but it was a noticeable fact that the 
early advance in bonds was somewhat labo- 
‘riously achieved. The determined effort to 
support the market which was manifest at 
the opening necessitated the acceptance of 
some very heavy offerings before the weakness 
was overcome. When the movement of prices 
was once turned upward it seemed to have the 
effect of checking speculative liquidation, and 
the volume of dealings was rather small. on 
the upward course, But it proved an easy 
task for the bears to undo the work of the 
bulls when they commenced to offer prices 
down. The severest sufferers on the decline 
were among the New York public utilities, the 
Grangers, the Coalers, and later in the day, 
Northern Pacific. St. Paul's extreme decline 
was over 4 points and Northern Pacific suffer- 
ed to the extent of 3%. Consolidated Gas and 
Delaware and Hudson were forced down nearly 
5 points, Lackawanna 3%, @in Plate preferre:l 
5 points, Lackawanna 3%, Tin Plate preferred, 
Steel Hoop, common and preferred, and Colo- 
rado Fuel 3 to 3%; the local tractions from 2% 
to 3%, the Grangers 2 to 3, Erie first preferred 
3 and a large number of the principal ac- 
tive stocks from kL to 2.

” BTIQUETTE OF TEA AS 


OBSERVED BY GHINKSE 


Celestials Possess More Than a 
Few Commendable Traits. 


‘GUEST TEA” IS NEVER 
SIPPED BY ORIENTALS 


. If People Are Judged by Politeness, 


the Countrymen of 14 Hung 
Chang Are Entitled “to 
High Place in Ranks 
of Nations. 


| O matter what our iecibonn toward 
ee may be, there is no goubt that 
the tidal wave of interest in regard 
to the Chinese has unconsciously left with 
us some impressions of their customs and 
we find ourselves listening to any story 
told to us about them, whether the stories 
be good or bad. ‘The one thing after 
possession of the thirteen classics,” we 
are told, “upon which the Chinese pride 
themselves is politeness and the observa- 
tion follows that if natural refinement 
is to be measured by the mien and car- 
riage of its people, the Chinese are enti- 
tied to a high place among the children 
of men.” " 
In The Baltimore Sun of recent date 


. there is an interesting story told of the 
“Chinese and many of their customs as 


follows: 
“A Chinese official in full costume is a 
most imposing figure and carries himself 


- with great dignity and self-possession al- 


though he is usually somie four or five 
inches shorter than the average Ameri- 
can. In this respect he owes much to 
his long dress, but more to the patient 
study of an art now almost monopolized 
among Americans by aspirants to the tri- 
umphs of the stage. There is not a sin- 
gle awkward movement as the Chinese 
gentleman bows his visitor into his house 
or supplies him from his own hand with 
the cup of tea which is indispensable to 
an interview. Not until his guest is 
seated will the Chimese host venture to 
take up his position on the right hand of 
the former; and if, in the course of an 
excited conversation, either should raise 
himself, however slightly, from a sitting 
posture, it is the bounden duty for the 
other to do so, too. No Chinese gentle- 
man will sit while his equal stands. Oc- 
casionally, where it is not intended to be 
over-respectful to @ visitor, a servant will 
bring in the tea—one cup in each hand, 
Then, standing before his master and the 
guest, he will cross his arms, serving the 
guest, who is to his right, with the left 
hand, his master with the right. The ob- 
ject of this is to expose the palm—in Chi- 
nese the heart—of either hand to each re- 
cipient of tea. It is a token of fidelity 
and respect. 

“The tea itse:f is called ‘guest tea,’ and 
is‘: not {intended for drinking. It has a 
more useful missiog than that of allay- 
ing thirst. Alas for the ‘bgrbarian’ 
who drinks off his cupful before ten words 
have been exchanged and confirms the 
unfavorable opinion his Chinése host al- 
ready entertains of the manners and cus- 
toms of the west! And yet a little trou- 
ble | in learning the. quaint ceremo- 
nies of the Chinese would have gained 
him much esteem as an enlightened and 
tolerant man. For, while despising west- 
ern men outwardly, the Chinese grandees 
know well enough that inwardly west- 
ern men feel themselves superior, and 
thus it comes to pass that a voluntary 
concession on the part of Americans or 
Englishmen of Frenchmen to any of their 
points of etiquette is always most amica- 
bly acknowledged. 

“To return to our muttons, ‘guest tea’ 
is provided in a Chinese interview to be 
used as a signal by either party that _the 
interview is atanend. A guest no sooner 
raises his cup to his lips than a dozen 
voices shout to his coolies to bring his 
chair; so, too, when the master of the 
house is prevented by other engagements 
from playing any longer the part of 
host, he makes a motion as if to drink his 
tea, and forthwith the guests’ chair is 
called for. Without previous warning— 
unusual except among intimate acquaint- 
ances—this guest tea is never to be 
touched except as a signal of departure. 
Strangers. meeting in China may freely 
ask each other their names, their prov- 
inces and their business prospects. It is 
always considered a compliment to an old 
Chinaman, who is justly proud of his 
years, to inquire his age and. it takés the 
curious form of ‘Your venerable teeth,’ 
but middle-aged Celestials do not as a 
rule care about the questions, and their 
answers can rarely be depended upon. It 
is also good form in China to ask the 
number and sex of a man’s childrey; also 
if his father and mother are still ‘in the 
hall,’ 1. e alive. His wife, however, 
must never be alluded to even in the most 
indirect manner. Friends meeting, either 
or both in sedan chairs, stop their bear- 
ers at once and get out with all possible 
expedition; the same rule applies to ac- 
quaintances meeting on horseback. 

“Chinese etiquette is a wide field for the 
student, and when the ‘open door’ we hear 
so much about has become a condition 
instead of a theory, it will have to be 
studied more closely by all the western 
nations. Just at present, however, it is 
something of a paradox to find that in the 
capital city of ‘the politest nation of the 
earth’ the lives of the ministers of for- 
eign states are not safe. This stamps

the Chinese as essentially the ‘barbarians’ 
which they consider all other people, 
because one.of the first principles estab- 
lished among nations fully emerged from 
primeval savagery is that the persons of 
ambassadors and their suites are at all 
times, even on the outbreak of war, ex- 
empt from assault and outrage.”

AFTER AUGUSTA SOUTHERN 


Southern Railway Trying To Buy Up 
All of Its Stock. 


-isiting her par- 


TENNILLE DEPOT CASE HEARD 


The Southern Wants To Wait Until 
It Succeeds in Securing 
Full Control. 


Tt came out before the railroad com- 
mission yesterday that the Southern rail- 
way is making what will probably prove 
a successful effort to secure the capital 
stock of the Atgusta Southern, and 
thereby the permanent control of that 


property. 

The petition of the people of Tennille 
for a new depot was heard by the com- 
missioners at their regular meeting yes- 
terday. Commissioners Spencer R. Atkin- 
son and J. Pope Brown were present, 
Chairman T. C, Crenshaw being detained 
at home by illness. 

W. A. Henderson, genefal counsel for 
the Southern, and Mr. J. S. B. Thomp- 
son, general agent for that road, appear- 
ed in behalf of the Augusta Southern, 
which is controlled by the Southern, 
while the interests of the people of Ten- 
nille were represented by Hon. T. W. 
Hardwick, representative from Washing- 
ton county. 

The repfesentatives of the Southern 
stated that they recognized the need for 
a new depot at Tennile, but there were 
-reasons, they said, why they should not 
be forced to build at once. 

These reasons were stated by Mr. Hen- 
derson. It .appears that the Southern 
controls the South Carolina and Georgia 
railroad, which holds a lease on the Au- 
gusta Southern, running from Augusta 
to Tennille. Tere is a suit on in the su- 
perior court of Richmond county which 
seeks to annul this lease of the Augusta 
Southern and the Southern does not want 
to be compelled to build the depot at 
Tennille until it is known whether it will 
continue in control of the Augusta South- 
ern, 

However, Mr. Hendergon stated that the 
Southern is now negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the 4,000 shares of stock of the 
Augusta Southern and expects to secure 
it. This, he thought, would be definitely 
known within ninety days. In the event 
the Southern secures this stock it will 
retain control of the road in spite of the 
suit in court, and would proceed at once 
to construct the depot, 

Mr. Hardwick argued that the need for 
the depot was admitted by the railroad 
people, and he urged that an order be 
granted forthwith requiring that it be 
built. The commissioners reserved their 
decision, and will settle the matter when 
it can be taken up by a full meeting. 

The Bladen and Cordele depot cases were 
postponed until February ist. Outside of 
the foregoing only a small amount of 
routine business was transacted.

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FREIGHT RATES 
ARE OUT OF GEAR 


Why Alana Traffic Goes to 
Havana Via New York, 


NO THROUGH RATE TO TAMPA 


Rate Via the Florida Port on Saws 
Is the Sum of the Local Rates. 
Through Rates Might Be 
Secured if They Are 
Demanded. 


The editorial in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion with reference to unjust transporta- 
tion tariffs as shown by the published 
letter from the Southern Saw Works, was 
read with general interest, both by rail- 
road men and shippers. 

The idea of shipping freight from At- 
lanta to Havana via New York, a dis- 
tance of 2,477 miles, at a lower rate than 
it is handled to the same port via Tam- 
pa, by which route the distance is only 
829 miles, struck many as being not only 
ridiculous and absurd, but outrageous. 

It is viewed as a distinct discrimination 
against southern ports. a turning of busi- 
ness out of the channels in which it prop- 
erly belongs. 

Or the other hand, it is said the rail- 
roads running south of Atlanta are in 
the field to get all the business they can, 
and_sShould they be asked for a through 
rate to Havana via Tampa on any par- 
ticular commodity, they would doubtless 
take prompt steps to that it was 
secured. 

“Having to ship via New York,’ said 
President Isaac S. Boyd, of the South- 
ern Saw Works, ‘“‘puts us at a decided 
disadvantage, because we must pay the 
rail rate to New York, plus the. ocean 
rate from there to Havana, while the 
New York saw manufacturer pays only 
the water rate. Not only is this true, 
but we find the rates to points in south 
Georgia almost prohibitive. We pay ‘il 
cents a hundred to Mobile. while we can 
ship to Canada for 89 cents a hundred. 
What we need is a bureau of freight ani 
transportation in charge of a: good, com- 
petent man. who could take up these 
matters and see that they are properly 
adjusted.”’ 

Captain W. 8S. Everett Talks. 

Captain W. S. Everett. of Everett, Rid- 
ley, Ragan & Co., thought the discrimi- 
nation an outrageous one. 

“But I have come to the conclusion, 
he said. “that life is too short to try to 
secure equitable freight rates for At- 
lanta. While we do not do any business 
with Cuba, we get large freignt ship- 
ments from the north and easi, we 
have to pav higher rates than New Or- 
leans, Nashville. Mobile, Augusta and 
mapy other points which have so-called 
a'l water routes. We have endeavored to 
have these discriminaticns removed, but 
so far have b*en unsuccessful.”’ 

Hugh T. Inman, of Inman, Smith & 
Co., took practically the same view that 
Captain Eyerett did. His firm, he said, 
had no business with Cuba, but they had 
to pay higher rates on eastern shipments 
many points which are farther 
west than Atlanta.

said Seéc- 
retary T. H. Martin, of the chamber of 
commerce, “is an old, old story. The 
fact that Atlanta’s rates are higher thae 
those of other southern towns with 
called water routes, routes which are in 
many instances more fictitious than real. 
is too well known to be discussed. The 
incident of which the editurmai in today’s 
Constitution treats, however, is rather 
a different matter. It strikes me in that 
‘case the southern ports affected are the 
ones that should do the kicking. It is a 
discrimination against them, instead of 
gainst Atlanta. 

“The reason for the lower rate to Hae 
vana via New York probably lies in the 
fact that that is an established route, 
whereas there is no established route 
from Atlanta to Havana through Tampa. 
The business from Atlanta alone to Ha- 
vana has never been sufficient to war- 
rant it. There is no doubt that if there 
were sufficient business’ the railroads 
would readily make through rates to Ha- 
vana via Tampa. The present rate by 
that route is no doubt the sum of the lo- 
cal rates on the different lines invoiveu, 
which, as anyone at all familiar with 
railroad rates would know, is higher than 
a through rate, even though the route 
making the through rate is three or four 
times as long.”’ 

Secretary Martin Talks. 


Mr. Martin spoke of the effort some 
years ago to establish a bureau of freight 
and tranportation in Atlanta, whic? 
proved a failure. He also spoke of the 
efforts to correct freight discriminations 
made by the Atlanta Business Men’s 
league, which likewise were unfruitful, 
because the merchants Mcked interest. 
The merchants and manufatturers are 
now considering the matter of forming 
an organization within the chamber of 
commerce looking t this end, but the 
plan has not yet taken definite shape. 

Railroad men say if there is any dis- 
crimination in the case mentioned, it is 
against the railroads running south of 
Atlanta, which would naturally hande 
trafic goine to Havana via Tampa. It 
seems no through rates have been made 
on that class of business by the Tampa 
route, because the business has not 
seemed to warrant it. It is stated a 
through rate by that route could douybt- 
less be secured without difficulty, if it 
were sought, as the railroads interested 
would be glad to get the business. 
Where no through rate is fixed, however. 
the rate quoted is always the sum of the 
locals, and it is not unnatural that that 
should be looked upon as an exorbitant 
rate.
